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The isolation of vitamin “K,” re- 


garded as one of the most impor- 
tant achievements in recent years 
in the related fields of biochemis- 
try and medicine, has been accom- 
plished by Dr. Edward A. Doisy, 
noted research chemist at the St. 
Louis University School of Medi- 


cinep and his laboratory assistants. 

Vitamin “K” is, the factor in diet 
necessary for the coagulation of 
the blood and its:discovery in the 
pure form, Dean Alphonse M. 
Schwitalla of the Medical School 
said, “will have an important appli- 
cation in many fields of surgery 
and other conditions involving hem- 
orrhage.” 

Dr. Doisy, widely known for his 
isolation eight years ago of theelin, 
the female sex hormone, spent 
about a year and a half with his 
associates in solving his latest 
problem. The results of their re- 
cent work are announced in a brief 
statement in the current issue of 
“Science,” a professional publica- 
tion. 

Isolation means that well-formed, 
transparent and colorless crystals 
containing only the pure vitamin 
have been separated by the . re- 
searchers from an oil made from 
alfalfa leaf meal. Tons of alfalfa 
were used to get the final, much- 
wanted object. 


Opens Up New Avenues. 


Vitamin “K” has been known to 
exist in compounds since 1929, but 


its separation in .the pure form 
opens up new avenues in medicine. 
Scientists, once having achieved a 
positive result; are loath to specu- 
late on possibilities, but “K” is a 
powerful substance and if it should 
turn out to have a beneficial effect 
in such illnesses as hémophilia or 
in child-birth hemorrhages, its isola- 
tion will be of dramatic as well as 
scientific importance. 

It maybe that the crystals can 
be applied direct to a bleeding 
wound, 
tain this. In the laboratory experi- 
ments, however, blood which was 
free of the vitamin coagulated im- 
mediately upon the dropping in of 
the crystals. In other experiments, 
on chickens, the vitamin was in- 
jected intravenously. 

Chickens were used because their 
blood normally takes in excess of 
half an hour to Coagulate, Chick- 
ens fed a diet free of vitamin “K” 
eventually died of loss of blood. 
The experimentors found, on the 
other hand, that they could cut the 
normal coagulation time of chick- 
ens’ blood down to two minutes and 
less with the injection of the vita- 
min. 

Vitamin “K” is known to be prés- 
ent in many common foods. It has 
been found in the liver fats of 
hogs, and in tomatoes, cabbage, and 
kale. Besides being in alfalfa, it 
has also been found in hemp and 
in putrefying fish. 

Not much of the pure vitamin is 
needed for the normal coagulatory 
function of the blood. Experiments 
by Dr. Doisy show that two parts 
of the vitamin per million parts 
of the total diet, or .000002 per cent, 
is a sufficient concentration to in- 
sure. protection against protracted 
hemorrhage. Experiments have al- 
so shown that the body manufac- 
tures the vitamin to some extent. 


Three Assistants Helped. 


Dr. Doisy was assisted in his ex- 
periments by Assistant Professors 
S. A. Thayer and D. W. MacCorquo- 
dale and Research Associate Ss. B. 
Binkley. 

Dr. Doisy, head of the depart- 
ment of biochemistry at the med- 
ical school, has been a professor 
there since 1923. His isolation of 
theelin, the fourth hormone to be 
set up in the pure form up to that 
time, opened up an important new 


field in the research and treatment | 


of women’s ailments. 

When he received the St. Louis 
Medical Society's certificate of met- 
it in 1935, Dr. Poisy announced he 
had discovered a new substance 
similar to theelin but different in 
composition and from four to 
eight times as active. He is a mem- 
ber of the League of Nations per- 
manent commission on biological 
standardization. ; 

A retiring man and a tireless 
worker, Dr. Doisy is 45 years old. A 
graduate of the University of Illi- 
nois, he later studied at Harvard 
Medical School and taught at Wash- 
ington University before joining the 
St. Louis University faculty. He

Woman Treated at City Hospital Identifies 
Herself as Mrs. Evelyn Gotay 
of Alton. 


Hypnotism was used yesterday at 
City Hospital in restoring the mem- 
ory of a woman amnesia victim, 
who identified herself as Mrs, Eve- 
lyn Gotay, 3423 Gillham avenue, Al- 
ton, it was announced last night. 

The patient, 32 years old, had 
been receiving medical treatment at 
the hospital since Thursday night 
in an attempt to restore her mem- 
ory by the use of sedatives. When 
this method failed, the .case was 
turned over to Dr. Edward J. Weiss, 
resident neuro-psychiatrist at- the 
hospital, who placed her under a 
15-minute hypnotic spell. 

When the treatment was com- 
pleted, Mrs. Gotay immediately told 
Dr. Weiss and hospital attendants 
who she was, and said the last 
thing she recalled before losing her 
memory was that she was waiting 
for a bus somewhere on Kingshigh- 
way. The Gotay case was the oc- 
easion for disclosing that hypno- 
sis has been used successfully in 
three other neurological cases at 
the hospital during the last year. 


Dr. Weiss told a Post-Dispatch 


reporter that amnesia usually in- 
volved only loss of memory for a 
certain limited series of events in 
the patient’s life. 

“Complete amnesia, or loss of 
memory for the individual’s entire 
life up to a certain recent point, 
such as existed in this case, is 
rare,” Dr, Weiss explained. “Here 
the patient completely forgot her 
name, the names and faces of her 
friends and her child, and could 
give no information in regard to 
her paat life. , 

“Psychologically, it is a dissocia- 
tion phenomenon. The missing mem. 
ories are not destroyed, but  be- 
come. dissociated or split off from 
the main stream of consciousness, 
forming an unconscious autonomic 
current which no longer have any 
connection with the consciousness. 
-“In order to restore the patient's 
memory it is necessary to reunite 
these two currents and thus re- 
establish a communication of the 
split-off memories and the con- 
sciousness. It is possible to accom- 
plish this through hypnosis.” 

Mrs. Gotay was identified yester- 
day at noon by her husband, who 
said he recognized her picture in 
Friday’s Post-Dispatch. When he 
visited the hospital she did not 
show any indication that she knew 
Him, but did recognize him imme- 
diately after receiving the hypnotic 
treatment in the afternoon, 

Late Thursday night she walked 
into a filling station at 8649 River- 
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view drive and told the proprietor 
that she diu not know who she was 
or where she been. She was 
taken to the hospital and placed 
under observation. 

In the other cases nypnosis was 
used to cure a woman who had 
hysterical hiccups for 52 days, re- 
store the memory of a Kansas 
City amnesia victim, and to correct 
@ young woman’s foot defect which 
resulted from hysterical paralysis. 

In- connection with the Gotay 
case Dr. Avery P. Rowlete, medi- 
cal director of the hospital, said: 
“Hypnosis, which is merely the 
power of suggestion, is almost as 
old as medicine itself, It accom- 
plishes no permanent beneficial ef- 
fect although it will accomplish 
some temporary and very spectacu- 
lar cures,”

Petition Dismissed.

It is estimated, according to the 
yearbook, that 3,000,000,000 tons of 
soil are washed annually from over- 
grazed pastures and from cultivat- 
ed or barren fields, to be poured 
into oceans, lakes, reservoirs and 
rivers, or deposited on bottom lands 
and flood plains. First among the 
causes of this waste of natural re- 
sources is declared to be our tra- 
ditional attitude toward land. - 

“In the past,” the study explains, 


“we had abundant resources and a 


strong tendency toward individual- 
ism. ‘We belieyed that every man 
had a.right to the unrestricted 


‘ownership of a piece of earth. Our 


land policy consisted in disposing 
of the public domain as speedily as 
possible. Corporations and specu- 
| lators’- acquired Jarge.. holdings; 
thousands of acres ‘of the finest 
forest land were secured by exploit- 
ers and promptly devastated. Land 
speculators’ tended to become ab- 
sentee owners, and to make farm- 
ers regard the land primarily as a 
source of quick profit.” 
Increase in Farm Tenancy. 
Under this system, tenant-op- 
erated farms increased from 1,024,- 
601 in 1880 to 2,865,155 in 1935, or 
from 25.6 to 42.1 per cent of all 
farms. “It is not tenancy itself 
that discourages soil conservation,” 
says the report, “but the conditions 
under which tenants have to op- 
erate. Farms are ordinarily rent- 
ed for a year at a time without as- 
surance of renewal. The tenant is 
here today, and is gone tomorrow. 
He must produce cash crops, and 
what happens to the soil is not his 
concern. If he makes permanent 
improvements, he is not compen- 
sated for them; in fact, he is likely 
to lose the place to a higher bidder. 


‘The net result is to.make neither 


tenant.nor owner responsible for 
good soil management.” 
Imperfections in se fi- 
nance, notably in mortgages and 
taxation, also tend to discourage 
soil conservation. In 1935, 42 per 
cent ofall owner-operated farms 
and 25 per cent of ali rented farms 
were mortgaged. The necessity for 
meeting mortgage payments has 
caused many farmers. to push the 
production of cash crops to the 
limit and avoid any expense for 
soil-conserving practices. Farm 


land is subject to property taxes, 


based on value and not fluctua- 
tions of income. Here again is a 
motive for using as much land as 
possible to produce ready cash.

The -fate of the party—which outside the 
boundaries of Wisconsin is known only in 
the vaguest way—may turn on the coming 
elections. While the launching of a national 
third party by Gov. La Follette last April is 
not a direct issue, ‘there afe rebellious Pro- 
gressive groups within the State deeply. re- 
sentful of the mo.e and suspicious of what 
it may mean. 


The anti-La Follette faction is saying now 
that, if their candidate for United States Sen-

La Follettes Rule Out

The La Follettes themselves, Phil, and his 
brother, Senator Robert M. La Follette Jr., 
known to everyone in the State as Bob, rule 
out any such possibility.

OWHERE else has the great parasitical business of American ward 
politics reached the level,of development to which Tammany Hall 
has raised it. Largely responsible for the abiding success of 


Tammany is its general staff of thirty-five district leaders, a varied bang 
consisting of lawyers, ex-bartenders, ex-judges, college graduates, ex- 
teamsters, ex-longshoremen and similar fry. 

The most successful of these is neither a lawyer, nor an ex-judge, 
nor even a college graduate, but an ex-blacksmith, James J. Hines of the 


.Eleventh: Assembly District. 

‘Hines: is a brawny, ham-fisted 
man, who boasts of having shod 
40,000 horses in his smithy days. 
His nominal territory covers rough- 
ly the blocks from 10ist to 119th 
street, between Eighth avenue and 
the Hudson River, but he has ma- 
neuvered so deftly that he is now 
the most powerful single figure in 
the Hall. 

Survivor of Many Storms.. 

In the mind of civic reformers, 
he jJooms also as one of Manhat- 
tan’s most sinister shadows, linked 
not too vaguely with a number of 
the city’s most notorious racketeers. 
Samuel Seabury several years ago 
vat up nights trying to trap Hines, 
but failed conspicuously. Reformers 
now look to Special Prosecutor 
Thomas E. Dewey, who is directing 
the current fight on New York's 
entrenched rackets. More than any 
other one thing, the scalp of Hines 
dangling at his belt would stamp 
Dewey as a successful crusader. 

The cumulative effect of these in- 
vestigations, plus much covert news- 
‘paper hinting, has been recently to 
‘put Hines’ strong position at the 


/ Hall in jeopardy. 


The ranks of-the district leaders 
aré more than ever being filled by 
lawyers, and the - lawyers, being 
strong on giving things a good face, 
are anxious to. be rid of what they 
slightingly call “leaders of the 
Jimmy Hines type.” The warfare 
against Hines is being directed by 
Leader James J. Dooling, com- 
manding general of the district 
leaders. Early this year Dooling 
(who has since died) crossed swords 
with Hines in the Nineteenth and 
won a minor victory. In an effort 
to keep an old pal, Martin J.

$58,050 for their real estate, but the ultimate pur- 
chasers paid $84,520, a spread of $26,470, or 45 per 
cent. What this means is that the banks had $26,470 
less to distribute among their depositors than they 
would have had were it not for the intermedia 
speculative profits. . . 
The subject first was brought sharply to public 
notice by Deputy ‘State Finance Commissioner Lock- 
ett, who, in asking that a sale of 20 properties to 
Nat Glick, a real estate dealer, be set aside, charged 
the Dickmann company with a breach of its fiduciary 
relationship, on the ground that a higher offer for 
the 20 properties had been made by Sam Michelson, 
another real estate dealer. 
The charge was made in the court of Judge Kirk- 
wood, who, taking “judicial notice of the ugly ru- 
mors,” revoked the sale on his own motion. This 
definitive action had the unfortunate effect of pre- 
venting a full airing of Mr. Lockett’s charge and an 
official determination of its accuracy. 
However, Mr. Lockett’s charge blew the Dickmann 
affair wide open and, from day to day thereafter, 
this newspaper has published the result of its ex- 
amination of the public records, which show that the 
Glick deal is only one of many in which the Dick- 
mann company’s conduct has been highly ques- 
tfonable.

War Now, or Later? 


Hitler’s concern’is not to bring happiness to Sudetens, but to weaken’Czech Republic 
so his expansionist goal may be more easily attained, says journal of opinion; British 
pressure on Praha for more and more concessions seen as adding to Fuehrer’s ob- 
stinacy; new offer may bring peaceful solution, but a stronger Nazi stand in future’

T the moment of writing, the world is 

waiting to hear what Hitler will say 

about the Czechoslovak crisis, with his 
army and navy mobilized, his party congress 
in session and the Reichstag called togeth- 
er, apparently to perform its only surviving 
purpose of hearing and ratifying an im- 
portant pronouncement of policy. The 
choice between world war and peace, it is 
commonly believed, rests with this one man. 

While it is impossible to be sure what 
will happen, a survey, of the background . 
may clarify the issue. 

First let us try to read Hitler’s mind: 
He has the fanatically fixed purpose of 
a pathological. personality. This purpose 
is not to bring justice and happiness to . 
the Sudeten Germans in Czechoslovakia. 
They exist to him merely as pawns in a 


he insists on rejéction, it does not neces- 

sarily mean that armed conquest is the next 

step in his plan. In either case he can keep 

the controversy alive while he prepares for

The situation of the Czechs is dependent 
on these tactics of Hitler on the one hand, 
and on Great Britain, France and R 
on the other.

It is worth 
paying a very high pricé for assurance of 
this assistance.

Downstairs in the 
foyer, and outside on the sidewalk, | 
there will be others waiting.

It is centrally located be- 
cause he does favors for people 
all over the city, not just in his 
own district; less powerful leaders 
often refer to him “contracts” 
which they themselves are unable 
to execute. 

He shares the suite of Joseph 
Shalleck, a lawyer who has served 
under the Hines banner ever since 
his high school days, first as a 
stump speaker and later as cam- 
paign manager. 

Anyone who knows. Hines knows 
he may be found here almost every 
day from about 11 a. m. to 2 p. m. 
A room is set aside for him, and his 
clients usually overflow into the 
suite’s corridor. Any time he wants 
to step into another of the rooms, 
he does so. He has free run of the 
suite. 

Hines has a male secretary and 
a corps of district captains who 
help him off and on. with his hat 
and coat and make straight his 
path through the corridor crowd. 
His underlings address him rever- 
ently as Boss. 

More Favor-Seekers. 

The office routine is about the 

same as at the breakfast table, ex- 


cept that the telephone comes in 
for heavier use, since more offi- 
cials and business men can be 
reached at their offices by now.

They button-hole him in the 
‘corridor and in the elevator as he 
is descending. They ambush him 
in the lobby and on the: sidewalk 
outside. They crowd about as he 
gets in the taxicab that is to take 
him to the Wigwam. Strangers try 
to edge close, too, hoping to see a 
Hollywood actor. ; 

What Hines does at Tammany 
Hall is best known to himself and 
those with whom heiconfers. When 
he leaves the hall, he may go out 
for a round of golf or keep a late- 
afternoon date with a member of 
Congress, a Cabinet official, a com- 
missioner of a city department, or 
a Judge. In the evening he may 
go to the Monogahela Club or to 
a hockey game, a prizefight, a 
wresting match, or a play. After 
‘that he keeps on the run up to mid- 
night, and sometimes later, with 
beefsteak .suppers, weddings, dis- 
trict political meetings, and wakes. 


Boss Hines’ Bailiwick. 


The eleventh assembly district is 
a fair microcosm of New York life, 
with extremes of wealth and pov- 
erty, learning and ignorance, lying 
side by side. The district embraces 
such disparate places as Columbia 
University, Harlem slums, a swatch 
of Riverside drive, and the Monon- 
gahela Democratic Club, which is 
Hines’ headquarters.

State and City Agencies Agree 
to Co-operate, Beginning 
Today. 


A plan of co-operation, effective 
today, between State and city 
agencies for preventing Sunday sale 
of 3.2 beer in violation of State 


law, was agreed upon yesterday at 
a conference at the office of Albert 
Bond Lambert, president of the 
Board of Police Commissioners, at- 
tended by E. J. McMahon, State 
Supervisor of Liquor. Control, and 
Excise Commissioner Lawrence 
McDaniel. 

In making the announcement, 
Commissioner McDaniel said no in- 
tensive police drive was contem- 
plated, but that St. Louis police and 
employes of his office would assist 
McMahon's office in enforcing the 
State law forbidding sale of 3.2 beer 
in places other than those holding 
3.2 licenses. He said a State Su- 
preme Court mandate, which, in ef- 
fect, upholds validity of the State 
law, probably would be receiv 
here tomorrow. : 

McDaniel’s Announcement. 

McDaniel made this announce- 
ment after the conference: 

“In consideration of the recent 
Supreme Court ruling on the in- 
junction, all cases involving viola- 
tion of the liquor laws will be han- 
died by the Excise Commissioner 
as in the past, except where the 
State law is violated and not the 
city ordinance. 

“In those cases, the report will 
come to the Excise Commissioner 
and he will refer the matter to the 
Supervisor of State Liquor Control 
for action. Twice a month, on Mon- 
days, Mr. McMahon will hold hear- 
ings in St. Louis in the Excise 
Commissioner’s office for those who 
violate the State law and not the 
city ordinance.” 

The State law regards 3.2 beer 
as a soft drink, but its sale on 
Sunday is probihited in places hold- 


‘ing 5 per cent beer and full liquor 


licenses, which are required to re- 
main closed on Sunday. The city 
ordinance permits the sale of 32 
beer only after 1 p. m., but extends 
the privilege of selling it to 5 per 
cent and hard liquor places. Sale 
of 3.2 beer also is probihited by the 
city ordinance between 1:30 a. m. 
and 6 a, m. week days. 

in State Law Predicted. 

The city’s 3.2 beer license was 
enacted over Mayor Dickmann’s 
veto after the City Counselor’s of- 
fice had held it was illegal because 
of the conflict with State law. Be- 
fore the conference McMahon told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
would not recommend any imme- 
diate change in the city ordinance, 
as he thought the State Legislature 
probably would make some changes 
in beer legislation at the next ses- 
sion.

Recommended Changes. 


To repair some ‘of the faults of 


the tenant system, State laws are 
recommended for leases of five 
years, with right given the tenant 
to take away removable improve- 
ments, and receive compensation 
for those not removable. A tax sys- 
tem based on income rather than 
property value is suggested, and pro- 
visions to insure soil conservation 
are urged as parts of mortgage con- 
tracts. 

The nature of the problem of soil 
deficiencies is indicated by the fact 
that crops and livestock sold off 
the farm take with them each 
year, for the country.as a whole, 
2,000,000 tons of phosphorus, while 
another 2.000,000 tons is lost an- 
nually through erosion. Crop rota- 
tion, particularly the use of grass- 
es and legumes, is praised as re- 
maining “probably the most im- 
portant” method of soil manage- 
ment, Because of imprcper han- 
dling, perhaps three-fourths of the 
manure produced on farms is wast- 
ed; if fully used, “it would produce 
crop increases worth many mil- 
lions of dollars.” 

It is not so much their network 
of tree roots that makes forests 
effective in holding soil, according 
to the yearbook, but the forest lit- 
tcr—its carpet of dead leaves, twigs, 
limbs and logs. From forested wa- 
tersheds in the Appalachian region 
the maximum flood flow was found 
to be six cubic fee a second per 
scuare mile. The corresponding fig- 
ures for abandoned farm land and 
guilied pasture land were ‘respec- 
tively 403 and 785 cubic feet. It is 
stated that 50,000,000 acres of farm 
land in this country have already 
been abandoned by farmers, and 
that 30,000,000 more are in process 
of abandonment. 

Piant Diseases and the Soil. 

Deficiency of elements in the soil, 
according to the report, is now 
known to have caused the following 
plant diseases: magnesium, the to- 
bacco malady called sand drown; 
manganese, chlorosis of tomatoes; 
zinc, pecan rosette and citrus leaf 
mottle; and boron, dry rot of sugar 
beets, internal cork of apples, top 
rot of tobacco, cracked stem of 
celery and internal browning of 
cauliflower. Lack of cobrit results 
in the “bush sickness” of sheep. On 
the other hand, one part of seleni- 
um per million poisons vegetation 
so as to produce the fatal “alkali 
disease” in animals which was first 
noted in 1857, and the cause of 
which remained unknown for 75 
years.

On the other hand, his adherents 
literally expect wonders of him; 
great things are ahead for Texas, 
they assure you, with O’Daniel as:a 
sort of Moses to lead the people. 
Has he not already arranged to 
have the Department of Agriculture 
export flour as well as wheat, so 
more Texans will have work in the 
milis? Working to get manufactur- 
ers to establish branches in the 
State, with five or six nearly as- 
sured? 

A taxi driver, almost with awe, 
voiced the popular sentiment, when 
he said: : 

“The Guv'nor’s a wonderful fel- 
low, a great man.” — 

That is why O’Daniel is an un- 
known quantity. No one knows just 
what he will do, for he has made 
no commitments or promises, tied 
up with no group or organization, 
and owes no political plums. He ad- 
mits he knows little about the de- 
tails of being Governor, but he is 
“studying up on it” and expects to 
run the State like he ran his busi- 
ness and his campaign. 

“Professional , politicians thought 
it was funny when I got out in the 
State with my Hillbilly Boys,” he 
explained during one of the brief 
moments he could be cornered in 
his office in downtown Fort Worth. 

“They said I was just entertain- 
ing the crowd by giving peo- 
ple a free show, but they didn’t 
realize the true foundations of my 
campaign. People don’t want. to 
listen to long-winded speeches about 
politics and politicians. 
entertainment and enough ~° worth- 
while speech to make them ac- 
quainted with the man and have 
faith in him. I have been selling 
flour for 10 years with my band, 
by just giving the listeners songs, 
talking to them about common 
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O'DANIEL- IN ACTION, ~ 


talking about flour only enough to 
let them know I sold it. Just as 
I talked politics only enough to let 
them know I was a candidate. 

“I didn’t have to talk about my 
chances for election, because I had 
it pretty well figured out, in spite of 
the political figures. My radio poll 
brought in 54,499 letters for me, 
and only four against. Well, I.had 
already discovered that if you offer 
a prize you get answers from only 
about 1 per cent, and I wasn't of- 
fering a thing—except a business 
man for Governor. I was just ap- 


plying the methods of advertising. 


I had applied in business, and that 
is the way I hope to run the state. 
Honesty in government, reduction 
of governmental expenses, and 
building up the state by industrial- 
ization. Exactly like a business.”

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Rector Gives 


A Recipe for 
Corn Relish 


He Also Lists Riles for To- 
mato Relish and Green 
Tomato Pickle. 


By George Rector 


HERE are many appetizing 
odors which assail our nostrils 
from time te time when good 
food is being cooked, but the most 
provokingly nice one is that of 
bubbling vinegar, spices and herbs. 
Bread baking in the oven is a 
runner-up and whether the odor 
permeates the house or is wafted 
to us on the breeze it is most pleas- 
ing to the olfactory nerves. | 
Many times in my life I have 
been in farmhouse kitchens, city 
kitchens, too, watching the pro- 
cedure of preserving and pickling 
delectable relishes and since this is 
the subject that I started out to 
tell you about I had better get 
started. ’ 

There are a great many good 
recipes for corn relish, all differing 
just a little from the others. Don’t 
let that confuse you and when you 
get a recipe from a reliable source 
experiment with it. Here are @ 
few suggestions that might help 
you make corn relish to suit your 
taste, Red cabbage may be used 
instead of white cabbage. Hot pep- 
pers may be used instead of sweet 
peppers. A combination of red and 
green peppers may be used instead 
of just green peppers which so 
many recipes call for. Ground mus- 
tard or mustard seed may be used 
in the recipe. Instead of using 
the full amount of cabbage that the 
recipe calls for use half cabbage 
and half finely chopped celery, 
omitting celery seed if that has 
been written into the recipe. Here 


is my recipe: 
CORN RELISH. 
Two quarts corn, cut from cob. 
Two green sweet péppers. 
Two red sweet peppers. 
Three pints white cabbage, finely 


Two tablespoons mustard. 
Three pints white vinegar. 

Select sweet, tender corn. With 
a sharp knife remove kernels, 
scraping the ears to extract milk 
and small bits. Wash, seed and 
chop the peppers finely. Chop cab- 
bage fine by forcing it through the 
food. chopper. Mix all ingredients 
together, bring slowly to boiling 
point and cook until corn is soft, 
which will take 25 to 30 minutes. 
Put into hot, sterilized jars and 
seal airtight at once; 


TOMATO RELISH. 
(UNCOOKED. } 

One peck ripe tomatoes. 

One pint celery, finely chopped. 

One pint onions, finely. chopped. 

Three red peppers, tinely chopped. 

Three cups sugar. 

One cup salt. 

‘ One-half cup celery seed, 

Two teaspoons cinnamon. 

Two teaspoons cloves. 

Two teaspoons ground mace. 

Two teaspoons white pepper. 

Three pints vinegar. 

Wash tomatoes; remove stem 
end and chop fine. Discard celery 
leaves and finely chop the stalks. 
Remove all seeds from peppers and 
chop finely. Drain the chopped to- 
matoes of all juice and put them in 
a stone crock. Cover crock and 
keep in a cool, dry place. Use as

GREEN TOMATO PICKLE. 
One-half peck green tomatoes 
thinly . sliced. 
One quart onions thinly sliced, 
One cup salt. 
Four sweet peppers (red and 
green). 
Vinegar. 
Twelve whole cloves. 
One-fourth stick cinnamon, one 
teaspoon allspice (tied in spice bag). 
Three cups brown sugar. 
Two tablespoons celery seed. 
Two tablespoons mustard seed. 
Put thinly sliced tomatoes and 
onions in a crock; sprinkle with 
salt and let stand overnight. In 
the morning dain and add finely 
chopped peppers. Start tomatoes,

convict’s mother asks for a pardon;

And there are job- 
seeking letters—but not from poli- 
ticians. 

“IT am absolutely independent of 
all politicians, and haven’t a thing 
to give, except a good administra- 
tion. There are no strings to my 
election, because I made a one-man 
campaign, neither asked, nor re- 
ceived help except from the vot- 
ers, and the business men and vot- 
ers aré the ones I am indebted to. 
I have never run or thought of run- 
ning for office before. Even my 
family didn’t know until I an- 
nounced over the radio.” 

Annoyncement of O’Daniel’s can- 
didacy for the Democratic nomina- 
tion last April caused scarcely a 
ripple on the political waters of 
Texas. If there was any reaction 
it was of amusement that a man 
whose nearest approach to public 
office had been as president of the 
Fort Worth Chamber of Commerce 
some years before should think he 
had a chance. 

The opposition was still amused 
when he opened his headquarters 
in his home, with none of the usual 
branches in every city, town and 
village. He opened his cam- 
paign at Waco by appearing atop 
an advertising bus with his “Hill- 
billy Boys,” calling out to “strike 
up the music, boys,” and introduc- 
ing Mollie, Pat and Mike to the 
crowé of “friends and relatives.” 
He spoke extemporaneously, as al- 
ways, said little about his plat- 
form, less about his opponents, and 
nothing about his chances for elec- 


tion.

told the gathering. He announced 
he was running for office because 
for 10 years he had off and on re- 
ceived letters suggesting he run, 
and finally got one-from a blind 
evangelist. . 

“T told my wife you had a heart 
as big as our wash kettle and a 
soul as big as Texas,” the evange- 
list wrote, and so, O’Daniel said, he 
decided to find out how other peo- 
ple felt about it. 

Veteran politicians were anrused, 
put a note of worry crept into 
their amusement, for the crowd 
that gathered at Waco was the big- 
gest at any political rally in many 
years. The worry grew as O’Daniel 
swept across the State, making 
three speeches a day to record 
crowds, refusing to speak on the 
same program as a candidate for 
indifferent to 
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DON’T know how to speak 


charges and attacks. 

When he leased a cottonwood 
grove on a farm eight miles from 
Alvaredo as a meeting place, 10,- 
000 people arrived, by buggy, horse- 
back, bus, and auto, and so tied 
up traffic for miles that the Sheriff 


had to swear in special deputies. 

On another occasion he was on 
his way toarally, and the residents 
of a town on the way blocked the 
highway, refused to let him pro- 
ceed until ne spoke to them. The 
barrel that Mollie passed around 
easily paid his entire campaign ex- 
penses; total collections came to 
something more than $8000, more 
than was needed. 

“So we gave the $890.16 that was 
left to the Red Cross,” said 
O’Daniel. 

Toys appeared in honor of 
O’Daniel, and his “Please Pass the 
Biscuits, Pappy,” from a song he 
used, became a Texas byword, His 
only campaign literature was 4a 
small card and an auto sticker, but 
supporters had thousands printed, 
and gave them away. The small 
card, which had on the back the 
words of “Beautiful Texas,” was at 
a premium because there was a 
shortage. Private individuals some- 
times painted signs and put them 
up in his behalf. “Them Hillbil- 
lies Is Politicians Now,” his own 
work, was a favorite song, and it 
looked as if the hillbillies were cer- 
tainly able to beat the politicians, 
anyway. Yet it was not until the 
returns came in July 23 that the 
veteran would concede O’Daniel had 
a chance. 

One of the chief arguments 
against O’Daniel was that he was 
“not a Texan,” having moved to 
Fort Worth only in 1925. He was 
born March 11, 1890, in Malta, Mor- 
gan County, Ohio. His father was 
a farmer, later worked in a plow 
foundry and was killed, when Lee 
was just past babyhood, while 
working on a bridge construction 
job. When O’Daniel was accused 
of opposing labor, he replied that 
his father was buried in his over- 
alls because he hadn’t any other 
clothes. 

For some time his mother, who 
had a daughter older than Lee by 
a previous marriage, had a diffi- 
cult time and made a living by 
sewing, washing and doing general 
housework. Thea an old 
mate, who had moved to Kansas 
and had lest his wife, wrote and 
asked Lee’s mother to come West 
and marry him. She agreed and 
the marriage took place in Hutch- 
inson, Kan., the family then going 
to Reno County, where O’Daniel’s 
stepfather was a tenant farmer 
and rancher on a 640-acre farm. 

The boy finished grade school in 
Arlington, Kan., and then entered 
high school, but his stepfather had 
encountered financial reverses and 
Lee had to do his bit to help out. 
He worked in the fields, handled 
cattle and raised pigeons for spend- 
ing money. When he was 16 he 
quit high school and opened a res- 
taurant in Arlington. 

It was not to help the family, but 
to get money to go to business 
schoo] that he opened the restau- 
rant. He wanted to take a busi- 
ness course, but his stepfather 
could not provide the funds, so 
Lee saved for 18 months, until he 
had $96. Then he went to Hutch- 
inson to attend a business college 


there. He was a waiter and had a 
paper route to pay his way. | 

He met the present Mrs, O’Daniel 
in the college, but it was nearly 10 
years later, 21 years ago, that he 
married her. She then was secre- 
tary to the general manager of the 
International Harvester Co. and he 
had started his career in the mill- 
ing business. 

Before his marriage, after leav- 
ing business college he went to 
work as a stenographer for an An- 
thony (Kan.) flour mill and in 1913 
became a bookkeeper for a mill in 
Kingman, Kan, In Kingman he 
later was one of the organizers of 
the Independent Milling Co., which 
merged with a Kansas City com- 
pany, and O’Daniel moved to Kan- 
sas City with his wife, whom he 
married in Hutchinson in 1917. But 
the elevator and milling’ company 
by which he was employed failed 
and he went to New Orleans.

N New Orleans he organized the 
| vnitea States Flour Mills, and 

was engaged primarily in the ex- 
porting trade until 1925, when he 
went to Fort Worth as general 
sales manager for the Burrus Mill- 
ing Co, Ultimately he became 
president of the firm and manager 
of three of its mills, but five years 
ago he went into business for him- 
self, as a flour miller and dealer. 

Ten years ago he began to ad- 
vertise flour by radio with a band 
he called his “Doughboys,” and had 
them play many of his own songs, 
One day the regular announcer 
failed to appear, so O’Daniel took 
over the programs, He began to 
get great quantities of fan mail, for 
listeners liked his songs and his 
homely philosophy, his simple com- 
ments, and his “merely letting them 
know we sold flour, without talk- 
ing about it all the time.” 

When he started manufacturing 
flour himself, he organized his *Hill- 
billy Boys,” which incidentally has 
one girl member, “Texas Rose,” and 
continued his three performances a 
week. After he entered the race 
for Governor, he added to the band 
and the bus on which it had made 
public appearances, only Mollie and 
her barrel, and a few slogans. 

His chief slogan was “Less John- 
son Grass and politicians, more 
smokestacks and business men.” 
Another, his only approach to a 
comment on the New Deal, was: 
“You can’t vote prosperity, you have 
to work for it.” His promises were 
simply to extend the full State old 
age pensions of $30 a month to in- 
clude all over 65 years old, re- 
duce the number of State employes 
and governmental expenses, and to 
encourage new industries and em- 
ployment. 

He did not need promises, he al- 
ready had his following, politician 
or not, A story is told of an aged 
mother who wrote to her son to 
vote for O’Daniel. 

“Why, you don’t even know him,” 
the son answered. 

“Yes, I do—I've had breakfast or 


lunch with him every day for oe

Isolated Folk 
Developing Taste 
For Fine Music 


@ MERICAN folk tunes are a far 
Acrtrom symphony music, tech- 

nically speaking, but from the 
viewpoint. of appreciation, the hill 
people of Hastern Kentucky have 
made the transition in one short 
jump.. At least, so says Judith Wal- 
ler, educational director of the 
NBC Central Division, who recently 
made «a journey into the Kentucky 
mountains to find out what effect 
radio is having: there, 


In a series of conferences with 
educators and: “radio listening di- 
rectors,” Miss Waller’ learned that 
the hill folk find symphonies the 
most interesting kind of music. The 
“radio listening director” system 
was i ted in 1933-to put pro- 


ties where no radio sets existed. 
Launched by the University of Ken- 
tucky with the co-operation of NBC 
and other educational broadcasting 
groups,. the listener plan. resulted 
in placing broadcast receivers in 27 
isolated. unities, “ 


fects of radio have been felt in- 
ly in the hill country. Hach 
of the sets is located in a com- 


communal gathering -place, and 
each of the listening posts is in 
charge of a “listening director,” 
who lets the audience know when 
particular progtams can be. heard.

Anywhere from 
two to 75 people may be in the au- 
dience atone of the listening posts, 
depending on whether it is plant- 
ing time, whether the weather is 
good or bad, or what a particular 
broadcast may be about. 


‘On hér trip, Miss Waller learned 
that news programs are of univer- 
sal interest, and features like the 
National Farm and Home Hour are 
favored by many listeners. In news 
broadcasts, an Oxonian accent was 
found to be a decided handicap, not 
because the hill people are preju- 
diced, but simply because the speak- 
er might as well be talking Greek.

O’Neal, president of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, said to- 
day the present Agricultural Ad- 
justment Act had “functioned fair- 
ly well in its first season” and 
that it must be.continued “to pre- 
vent utter chaos in the commodity 
markets.” He contended that low 
prices prevailing in some commodi- 
ties were largely the result, not 
of the act, but of “surpluses pro- 
duced in 1937,.and in the case of 
wheat, from the 1938 crop which 
was produce without production 
control,” 

O’Neal said editorials in many 
newspapers had charged the farm 
program with failure because of 
the low prices. He contended the 
farmer was better off this year, 
by a great margin, than he was in 
1932 “when markets seemed liter- 
ally bottomless.” 

“Cotton growers have produced 
just about enough this year to meet 
normal and foreign demand, but 
last year’s surplus still hangs over 
the market,” he continued. 

“Tobacco growers kept their 
acreage well within bounds this 
year, and they are enjoying very 
satisfactory prices, because there 
is no great surplus of this crop.” 

Corn production this year, he 
said, was several million bushels 
less than it would have been had 
there been no control program. He 
gaid the price of corn today would 
probably be less than 30 cents on 
the farm if there had been no loan 
program for the 1937 and 1938 
crops. ‘

The Fight 
Between 
Volcanic 
Fire and 

Arctic Ice 


ACK from the scene of a modern Dante's er where the extremes of fire 
and ice meet in battle, a Danish scientist, Dr. Niels Nielsen, is preparing a 
report on the phenomenon of a volcano erupting its way through a mons- 

trous glacier in the gloomy wastes of Iceland. In the southeastern quarter lies 
Vatnajokull, a glacier towering 6000 feet above sea level. Between the mass 
ice and the sea there is a great plain through which flow several rivers of 


glacial water. 
Six or seven days before an eruption, the rivers give warning by sudden- 


ly swelling in size. Blocks of ice as large as five-story houses lurch along in 

e current. Finally the volcano rends the glacier, a column of steam and 
ashes pours forth as fire and water mix, a roaring column of shoots into 
the sky until it is visible nearly 200 miles away. The pillar of signifies the 
volcano has won another victory over the glacier.
